(Dieselrangiermaschins),

3. Malehim - 28 and 30 July

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b, On 30 July a freight train was observed it the station in Lalendorf, 
ready to depart in the direction of Gistrow. It was composed of six- 
teen closed cars, five open cars enrrying trucks and three jeeps, and 
eight open cars with forty-eight pieces of artillery. The guns had the 
following identifying characteristics; two-wheeled pneumatic tire 
carriages, barrels about four meters long, 70 mm caliber, muzzle brake, 
shield sloping to the rear.
